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TRANSLATOR'S PREFACE. 



Although the following translation of the 
London Pharmacopoeia was undertaken princi- 
pally for the use of students, yet as it is printed 
throughout in an Italic type, and, may be read 
independently of the Latin, it will, no doubt, 
be found serviceable to the general practitioner. 
Perhaps there are some who will at once con- 
demn the very appearance of the interweaving, as 
it were, o£ the two languages t<^ether : but I 
will ask these, if a translation be admissible at 
all, why it should not be equally so und.er tbe 

E resent arrangement ? When. work$ of this kind 
ave been written in a dead language, and 
couched for the most part in terms of modern 
invention, I conceive they cannot be rendered 
too explanatory to the junior part of the pro- 
fession ; some of whom have never had a classical 
education, whilst many others, during their ap- 
prenticeship, have, in all probability, forgotten 
the little knowledge of Latin thev had acquired 
at school. The short period which is usually 
spent in attending Hospital pra.ctice, and the 
different lectures, &c. necessary for rendering a 
ypung man eligible for his examination, either 
at the College of Surgeons or Apothecaries' 
Hall, is certainly of all others the most improper 
for entering upon the study of this language, 
as the whole of his attention should then be 
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vi translator's preface. 

directed to those pursuits which are of a more 
important nature ; inasmuch as they affect not 
only himself, but the public at large. It is by 
no means requisite, that a person should possess 
a knowledge of Latin either to reduce a dislo- 
cation, or to afford relief in a case of enteritis ; 
and it may not be discouraging to remember, 
that the greatest surgeon the world ever pro- 
duced, and whose name* should never be men- 
tioned but with teverence, was altogether defi- 
cient in classical acquirements, I would not, how- 
ever, by any means wish to depreciate this sort 
of literature, being perfectly aware that where 
it can be cultivated without interfering with 
those duties which every man owes to society, it 
will always tend to enlarge the mind and assist 
in thinking with more accuracy and precision. 

To facilitate something like a proper pro- 
nunciation, these two marks have been intro- 
duced [- ^], the former of which shews that the 
vowel over which it is placed must be pro- 
nounced long ; whilst, on the contrary, a vowel 
accompanied by the latter should be pronounced 
short. By simply attending to these observa- 
tions^ there will be but little difficulty in giving 
each word its proper accent; for if the penulti- 
mate and antepenultimate syllables of Latin 
words have their proper quantities assigned 
them, a correct accentuation will follow as a 
matter of course. I speak generally, deeming 
it unnecessary, in this place, to enter into the 
labyrinths of prosody. As far as it could be 
done, the names in the Materia Medica have 
been marked agreeably to their derivation ; and 
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where this was not practicable, the best received 
authorities have been adopted. 

That the work might not be considered de- 
ficient, the preface of the college is prefixed, in 
the translating of which a little more freedom 
has been used, as a verbal translation could 
have answered no useful purpose. 

The chemical decompositions are given with 
as much conciseness as possible, and will be 
found agreeable to the most recent theories ; 
thus saving the trouble of turning to different 
authors where a number of opinions often em- 
barrass rather than inform the student. No ob- 
servation is made respecting- the process for 
producing cether; because the theory is as yet 
involved in much obscurity, and the notions en- 
tertained by different chemists are as unsatis- 
factory as they, are multifarious^ 

In the present edition I have placed, immedi- 
ately afler this preface, such information relative 
to the College of Surgeons and Apothecaries' 
Hall, as will be found of use to those who reside 
at a distance from the metropolis ; and I have 
also added the regulations for the admission of 
medical men into the East India Company's 
service. 

In conclusion, I have to observe, that every 
care has been taken to render the work on the 
whole as perfect as possible ; but should any 
errors inadvertently have crept in, it is hoped 
they will meet with indulgence.

ExTRACTsJrom the Act " For better Regulating 
the Practice of Apothecaries throughout 
England and Wales." 



That from and after the First Day of August One 
Thousand Eight Hundred and Fifteen, it shall not be 
lawful for any Person or Persons (except Persons already 
in practice as such), to practise as an Apothecary in any 
part of England or Wales, unless he or they shall have 
been Examined by the Court of Examiners, or the major 
part of them, and have received a Certificate of his or their 
being duly qualified to practise as such, from the said Court 
of Examiners ; who are authorised and required to Examine 
all Person or Persons applying to them, for the purpose of 
ascertaining the skill and abilities of such Person or Per- 
sons in the Science and Practice of Medicine, and his or 
their fitness and qualification to practise as an Apothecary. 

That from and after the First Day of August, One 
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Thousand Eight Hundred and Fifteen, it shall not be 
lawful for any Person or Persons (except tlie Persons then 
/tcting as Assistants to any Apothecaries, and excepting 
Persons who have actually served an Apinrenticeship of 
Five Years to an Apothecary) to act as an Assistant to any 
Apothecary, In compounding or di^iensing Medicines, 
without undergoing an Examination by the Ceurt of Ex- 
aminers, or by Five Apothecaries, so to be appointed as 
hereinafter is mentioned. 

That if any Person (except such as are then actually 
practising as such) shall, after the said First Day oi

and Physiology as is necessary for understanding the causes 
and treatment of internal diseases, as well as the art of pre- 
scribing and compounding medicines. 

That upon the Assistant Surgeon presenting himself to 
. Dr. Chambers, he be required to produce to him satisfac- 
tory proof of his haying attended at least one pourse of 
Lectures on the practice of Phydc, and above all, of his 
having attended diligently the practice of the Physicians at 
some general Hospital in London, Edinburgh, Dublin, or 
Glasgow, for at least six months, or at some Dispensary in 
London for at least twelve months ; and that unless he pro- 
duce such proof, it be deemed a want of proper qualification, 
ai\d be immediately reported as such by the examining 
Physician, to the Committee for passing Military Appoint- 
ments. 

The Assistant Surgeon will likewise be required to attend 
one course of Dr. Gilchrist's Lectures in Hindoostanee, for 
admission to which he will have to pay not more than Three 
Guineas ; and previous to his passing the Committee, he 
will be required to produce Dr. Gilchrist's Certificate of bis 
having so attended. *

PREFACE 

TO THE EDITION OF 1809r 



Scarcely are tw^6niy-two years elapsed, and 
again we have determined to re-model our Phar- 
macopoeia. This task has been imposed upon us 
by the daily cultivated and enlarged science of 
natural Philosophy: which has, within these few 
years, been so elucidated by experiments and 
freed from errors, so established on all sides 
upon new, firmer, and more exalted principles, 
that if that part thereof which relates to .Medi- 
cine were laid aside neglected and unimproved, it 
would very justly be considered a disgrace to us; 
especially when of the two Sciences most nearly 
allied to ours — Chemistry and Botany — one has 
explored, with the most diligent research, all 
the plants of every climate ; the other has 
changed its whole system for a better, and 
learned to speak a language entirely new. 
There seems, therefore, no further ground for 
delay, but that we should examine with the 
utmost attention the virtues and nature of every 
medicine, so that if there were any which we 
should deem either obsolete or superfluous, they 
might be expunged. 

Our predecessors have certainly very much 
contributed towards having each article prepared 
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cienda; jkm tiim enim Philosophise lux nova 
exoriebatur, quaS prlsrtins dilsciplins nubila dis- 
cutiebat, formidines vanas cum tenebris simul 
fugabaty secreta denique Naturae eateniis re- 
dudebaty ut quid incongruum esset, quid con- 
sentaneuQiy quaenam inter se pugnantia, qusnam 
in compositione aptissim^ consocianda, medico- 
rum oculis pal^m tandem ostenderet. Sed ea 
est artis conditio, ut emendari quid^m possit, 
absoluta reddi non possit.

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with more promptness and accuracy ; for in their 
days that new light of Philosophy was beginning 
to appear, which dispelled the clouds of the 
ancient system, and put to flight the groundless 
fears which accompanied the darkness of the 
times ; and, in short, so far revealed the secrets 
of nature as to shew at length more openly to 
the eyes of physicians what things were incon- 
gruous,- and what were proper, those which 
varied with each other, and those uniting most 
readily, in. composition. But such is the con- 
dition of art, that, although it may admit of 
improvement, it cannot be rendered perfect. 

From that period, therefore, every year has 
produced some improvement in medicine; nor has 
the present age been backward in following up 
what the former had begun, but has expounded 
more accurately the symptoms of some diseases, 
and devised for others remedies more appro- 
priate, having rejected some useless and inept 
medicines, whilst it has approved, from expe- 
rience and authority, of others more efficacious ; 
and at the same time not only examined the whole 
more diligently, but has also taught us in what 
manner they may be more skilfully compounded. 
When, therefore, we first turned our attention 
to thte.revisal of this work, we discovered many 
things which ill agreed t^ith the more perfect 
state of the science, but a still greater number 
which were at variance with that erudite system 
of nomenclature latterly thought of by natural 
philosophers, and some also which the concinnity 
and order of the work itself required to be added. 
It did not, however, escape our notice that

accorded with sound reasoning. Having well 
weighed these considerations, we resolved, as far 
as it could be done, to affix such names to medi- 
cines as would be appropriate and agreeable to 
their nature ; nevertheless, taking care that their 
length should not^ be an obstacle to physicians. 
If, dierefore, it required many words to designate 
clearly^ the composition of an article^ in giving 
it a name, we have chosen the more simple, al- 
though it may be the less learned title of the two. 

As far as relates to ourselves, every endea- 
vour has been used to render the present 
edition as perfect as possible. We do not, 
however, suppose that it will be satisfactory to 
every one, or that no errors have crept in ; but 
should any person feel disposed to notice these 
with severity, let him consider with what di- 
versity and difficulties a work of this kind is 
fraught, and we trust he will then not be dis- 
pleased at a few blemishes. But no more on this 
head. 

Some names, however, require a more earnest 
apology, as they seem to depart more than 
is absolutely necessary from popular custom, 
such as Anthemis, whilst others sound barba- 
rous and disagreeable, as Potassa. We hesitated 
a good while, but. what could we do against the 
authority of all natural philosophers? or how 
could we retain those names of animals, plants, 
and stoneS; when the first writers in- this land of 
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in eo genere principes imposuerant? Satii!ls 
igitur ^sse putavimus nos in rudis ingenii crimen 
incurrere» qukm anceps aliquid, et dubise sig- 
nificationis admittere, aut voce un^ atque altera 
ab universe chemicorum consuetudine dissen- 
tire.

ferent? We nave, therefore^ thought it better 
to incur the blame of being ingenious in bar- 
barism, rather than to admit any terms of an 
uncertain or dubious meaning, or to differ in this 
or the other word from the cobunon custom of 
chemists. 

As far as respects the change which we have 
determined to make in the measures of Hquids, 
we are not afraid that it should be thought to 
arise from it love of novelty, as it has long ago 
been desired by every one. The same name 
applied b^oth to the measure of liquid and to the 
weight of sdlld substances, has very frequently 
been the. cause of error. We have not, how- 
ever, presumed to. change that measure, the 
capacity of which is defined by the king and. 
parliament, and which is called ^gallon: but we 
have thought it not only lawful, but our duty, to 
divide.it into parts, according to 6ur discretion 
and to assign to each a title. 

To condude ; we trust we have adhered to 
that mretfaod, in -bringing the work to perfec- 
tion, whidi h best suited to the subject treated 
upon. To us, certainly; it will be a most agree* 
able reward. for our labours and anxieties, if 
these things, such as they are, contribute to the 
public good, and shall appear to accomplish this 
object, namely, that the remedies of diseases 
be more certainly pointed out, whilst diseases 
themsdves are more speedily rdieved.

The above mode of preparing benzoic acid by sublima- 
tion alone, is similar to that laid down by the Dublin Col- 
lege, and is far less tedious than the humid process recom- 
mended in the last edition of the London Fharmacopoeia. 

Benzoic acid, when perfectly freed from the volatile oil 
of the gum resin, is in the form of a white powder, consist^

Mr. Brande, in his Manual of Chemistry, eiplains the 
above process in the following words :«-« The sulphuret 
of antimony and potassa acts upon the water, a portion, of 
which is decomposed ; hydrogen is transferred to the alca- 
line sulphuret, to form hydrosulphuret of potassa ; hy- 
drogen and oxygen unite to the sulphuret of antimony, 
producing a hydrosulphuretted oxide of that metal [Avrme«], 
which remains dissolved in the hot alcaline hydrosulphuret, 
and of which one portion is precipitated as that solution 
cools. When dilute sulphuric acid is added, the hydro- 
sulphuret of potassa is decomposed, sulphate of potassa 
is formed, and sulphur and sulphuretted hydrogen are 
liberated ; the sulphur falls in combination with the kermes, 
producing the golden sulphur, or sulphuretted hydro-. 
sulphuret.'*

This preparatioD differs considerably from that of the 
same name m the last edition of the Pharmacop«eia. 

The superabundant add of the supertartrate of potass 
during the process of boiling, unites with that portiua of 
the glass of antimony called the protoxide, and tartrate of 
atUimany is formed, which is held in solution together 
with die tartrate ofpotau* The solution being «vapontled« 
• triple salt is obtained consisting of tartrate of potass and 
antimony, and this is termed tartarixed antimonjf. 

Glass of antimony is composed of protoxide of anti- 
niony, in combination with Tariable proportions of silica* 
and a little sulphur ; the latter is supposed to be combined 
with oxide of antimony, forming a sulphuretted oxide, 
which with the silica remains undissolved after the above 
process has takenplace.

This preparation should never be given diluted with 
water, as in that case the oxide of iron would be pre-^ 
cipitated.

** Perchloride of mercurj, or corrosive sublimatey 
may be obtained by a Yariety of processes.

It may also be obtained by dissolving 
peroxide of mercury in muriatic acid, evaporating to dry- 
ness, re-dissolving in water, and crystallizing. 

** The ordinary process for making corrosive sublinoate^ 
consists in exposing a mixture of chloride of sodium (com- 
mon salt) and persulphate of mercury, to heat in a flask^ 
or other proper subliming vessel ; a mutual deoompositioii 
ensues. The chlorine of the common salt unites to the^ 
mercury of the tulphate, and form* bi-dUoride of m e rcury. 
The oxygen of the oxide of mercwy converts the sodiwm

Ik the following table those medicines most likely to hi 
taken in an OTer-dose, or for the pmpose of destrojdng life, 
haTe a reference made to their antidotes at the bottom of 
each page, that, when called to a case of poisoning, the 
young practitioner may know, at a single glimce, what he 
should give to afford relief. The after treatment, which 
will always Tary with circumstances, has not been consi- 
dered, as there will be time to deliberate upon this wheh 
a poison shall have been coimteracted. 

To speak of those poisons which are not here enumerated, 
would, perhaps, be irrelevant ; for by far the greater part of 
them are in thia country rarely taken, either by. the suicide, 
or fh>m mistake, (which arises from ^eir not being generally 
known,as well as fh>m the difficulty of procuring them;) whUst 
some others are of such deadly tendency, as to admit of no 
relief; but as numberless accidents hare happened, and noore 
may occur, from the carelesa^ manner of keepingT Oxalic 
Acid, the author trusts the following obsenrations will be 
found of use, as they apply not only to this, but to poisons 
of the same dass. 

' '* Little knowledge haf yet been acquired of the treatment of thU 
kind of p<riM>ning ; for, in truth, it is commonly beyond the control of 
art before medical aid can be procured. Yet neitlier the chemical action 
nor the abiorpdon of the poiaon is so rapid, as not to be obviated by the 
prompt employment of certain remedies. 

*' Ijie first object of the practitioner in all cases of poisoning is, to re- 
move tiie deleterious substance from the stomach. In the case of 
poisoning with oxalic acid, however, it may be inconvenient, or even 
dangerous, to attempt this by ordinary means. For, first, as to emetics, 
either the vomiting is so tpeedy and continual that they are un. 
necessary, or it is never pnmerly accomplished ; in which case emetics 
will too often fiul in their met} besides, during the time lost before 

» 3 
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Iheir opendoa, the acid woukL in general, have acted loiw enou^ te 
prore erratiuUfy fiital. And then with r^ard to ainmle diluttoL to 
advantageously lued to promote yoniting in most kinds of poisoiimg, 
we have seen that it prcnnotes the ahsotpiion of ozaiic acid : so that it 
could not besafUy used, unless there were a certainty that it would be 
Ibllowed by vmniung. Lastly, the method latdy proposed of withdraw, 
ing liquid poisons fttmi the stomach by a tube and ochausting syringe^ 
n^it be properly wplled to oxalic acid ; but it should be roneinbered, 
that the i^eat rapUDty of its yctloa requires « reitedjr more easily and 
generallT attainable, which remedy must, be an antidote or counter, 
poison.*'^
